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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments submitted with the 
AFAmendment are not convinsing. First of all, the obviouslness of the aprticle size and the amount of particles was address in detail in 
the previous office action. Insofar as the claim limitation to the specific physical property of the composition, i.e., melt tension of the 
composition, it is still believed, as per discussion in the furst Office Action on the merits, that this characteristic is inherently met by the 
dicompositions disclosed in the primary reference. The burden waas shifted to the applicants to provide factual evidence to the contrary, 
however, the applicants chosen to argue that the limitation is not met since the the reference is silent to the specific characteristic. The 
examiner is still of the opinion that inherent proprties need not to be expressly disclosed, and in the absence of evidence to the contrary, 
still believes that the melt viscosity limitation is inherently met by the compositions of the primary reference as based on high ciscosity 
starting polymers. . 
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
